*Sc#1352 was originally listed as new to the aviary by Charles Braun in Vol. 50(1), April 2001. In Vol. 54(2), July 
2005, Randall Shore listed twelve issues for Benin, without Scott numbers, and identified this species as Olivaceous 
Warbler, Hippolais pallida, and indicted it was new. Over the past thirteen years, this species had the English name 
changed from Olivaceous Warbler, to Eastern Olivaceous Warbler, the genus name was changed from Hippolais to 
Iduna and also moved from the family Sylviidae to the family Acrocephalidae. 


When Randall Shore listed it in Vol. 54(2), he did not indicate that any of the set of twelve were surcharged. I was 
not able to find this set of twelve listed in the latest Scott Catalogue under the years 2005—2006 as indicated in the 
New Listings Update in the 17 December 2018 edition of Linn’s Stamp News. 
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In Vol. 56(3), under Corrections/Updates, regarding the issue of the twelve stamps of 28 May 2000, the Benin 
Postal Authority stated that this set was not sold in Benin and was not valid for postage. This is the reason Scott 
Publishing has not assigned any numbers to this set of twelve. Six other issues of stamps featuring birds were also 
not authorized by the Benin Postal officials, and a number of birds that may have been listed by Chuck Braun as 
new to the Aviary will remain numberless, at least as far as Scott Publishing is concerned.

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I have decided to enter these two listings after another email to Martin J. Frankevicz, New Issues Editor for Scott 
Publishing, (now Amos Media). I first communicated with him on 21 November 2011, regarding a set of three 
stamps featuring birds, as to the status of when they would be listing numbers for this set. The last listing for 
Turkmenistan was for issues back in 2006. The issues listed here are non-denominated stamps, as were the three in 
listed in Vol. 60(4), December 2011. 


The reply I received from Mr. Frankevicz on 10 September 2018, was basically the same as he gave me back in 
November 2011. They are holding a number of stamps issued by Turkmenistan in a folder for the time they will list 
them. This is what he conveyed to me in his letter. 
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“There are still a number of other items that we do not have, and there is much to be learned about stamps that we 
have received at inflated prices. Unfortunately, I’m not likely to get any information on these questions from postal 
sources in Turkmenistan because I have already tried. And getting such information from other sources is unlikely 
because, if that information was available, it would have been in other catalogues. 


“While other catalogues do list some of the stamps, they give absolutely no information about the face values. The 
order on our vertical strip of these stamps is G, A, O, G, S, T, and D. Do the G stamps have different values or not? 
Who knows? Since there is no information about face values, I have no idea whether the stamps listed in other 
catalogues are in denominational order or not. And lacking that, I have no idea as to whether the prices being 
charged are in line with franking value, which is an important aspect of our deciding whether a stamp is listable or 
not. 


“According to some posts on websites, some of the more expensive items appear to have been produced in extremely 
limited quantities, which would preclude us from listing them. Frankly, this stampboards page is pretty much the 
extent of what is known about Turkmenistan stamps in the collecting community. 


“It seems obvious that this is a country where information does not flow freely. While Turkmenistan does have a 
website for its postal service, and you can see some of their stamps on it (http://www.turkmenpost. 
gov.tm/ru/stamps?query string), there is no information offered about the stamps or even about postal rates.” 


As editor of birds for Ornithology for the official Journal of the Biology Unit of ATA, I try to keep up with “what 
is or is not” happening in the listing of stamps for Ornithology and I frequently communicate with Mr. Frankevicz 
to see what the status is regarding a number of countries and their issues that I am aware of, but see no listings for. 
That I feel is part of my job as the author of Ornithology.
